The members of the party entered the
grounds &t the enstarn eptrance, Pirst
came the president, with Provost Harrison
of the University of Pennaylvania on his
right awnd Llsuienant Commander Cowlen
on his left. They were followed closely by
half & dosen Philadeiphia detectivaa, Chief
Wilkle sad csnverni other seered
men, selected for the occasion; Secretary
Long, Secretary Root, Postmaster Goneral
Smith, Secrotaries Cortelvou and Loeb and
many army and navy officera.  Admiral
Dewey had slipped into the grounds al-
most unnoticed and had taken a seat In
the navy stand. The president’s ApPDeAT-
ance was the signal for a tromendous oul-
burst of applause, which comtinued wuntil
he walked down the ocenter of the gridiron
and across the feld (o his seat In the
north stand.
